As the Shadows Close In 


Two highly significant items are in the 
news of the Battle of Ger: 

One is Genera! Spaatz’ announcement 
that the Allied bombers have ished the 


strategic blasting of German munitions and 
transportation centres. The big planes will 
now join the medium and light bombers 
and fighters in going after enemy troop 
concentrations armored columns and 
communication lines. They started the nev 
operations on Tuesday, when the biggest 
air fleet London ever saw trailed off for 
the Yontinent 

The reason for change is that the 
fighting is now confined to a relativels 
narrow etrip down the middie of Germany 
and another along the coast. The block

busters and town-busters will now be con- 
centrated on these areas. And, it may be 
assumed, particular attention will be paid 
to the Bavarian mountain 
where the Fuehrer and his gang are expect- 
ed to make their final stand. Berchtes 
gaden and the Munich area are likely to 
see what happened to Hamburg and a hun- 
dred other centres back in the pre-invasion 
days. 

The other item was the Hitler order of 
the day to his troops on the eastern front. 
This began with the usua] boast and end- 
ed with a particularly indecent attack on 
the late President Roosevelt—who in 1939 
tried as no one else did to dissuade Hitler 
from loosing the avalanche that is now en- 
guifing him. The important part of the 
document however is the frantic warning 
that should the Russians do in Germany 
what the Nazis did in Russia, the German 
people would forget all they have yet suf- 
fered in the agony yet to come. 

The memory of the death-factories, and 
the ravines piled full of murdered Russian 
civilians, is haunting the Hitler mind as the 
shadows close ahout him. Conscience he 
has none, but he can't forget the terrible 
score for which he and his fellow-criminals 
are facing retribution.

Another very distinguished Edmonton 
fighting man is numbered among the miss- 
ing. Squadron Leader Don Laubman, 
DFC and Bar, had destroyed a score of 
Nazi aircraft and shot up a dozen enemy 
locomotives and trains when he was re- 
ported as failing to return from operations 
on Saturday last. He is one of Canada's 
best known Spitfire pilots and went over- 
sea only recently, after home-leave, to be- 
gin his second operational tour. As many 
missing airmen are later found to have 
landed in enemy territory and been taken 
prisoner, there is hope that Squadron 
Leader Laubman thus survived and will in 
due time be liberated.

substitute 

Obviously I cannot go into details 
of this important subject in this let 
ter, anyway I have not access to 
data and reports, but the fact jis 
that in America we have the answer 
by the highest and most reputable 
authorities, that we definitely have 
a wholesome and just as valuable a 
substitute for butter as the 
grade butter 

There are different kinds of mar- 
Garine there is vegetable fat 
margarine made of vegetable vils 
and milk, another is made of vege- 
table oils, neutral lard, and milk, 
and the margarine authoritatively 
proven to be on all points equa! to 
the best butter, is made from beef 
fat oleo, and milk, and is known as 
anima] fat margarine. Highest au- 
thorities have conclusively shown 


as 


this margarine does contain all the! 


much talked-of vitamins necessary 
for child growth and development, 
etc 

As near as J] Know peef fat price 
averages less than the price of the 
imported vegetable fats 

When butter was rationed the im 
portant journal “Financia] Post’ 
started a campaign for the manu- 
facture of margarine in this coun- 
try. but it soon petered out, I have 
seen reports that showed this as 
being the only country in the world 
to prohibit margarine. Dairy coun- 


tries like Holland, Denmark, and 
New Zealand manufacture it in 
large quantities, and use conside: 
able themselves in order that they 
can export more butter 

A beef steer produces approxi 
mately forty pounds of edible fat 
which of course is composed of ani- 
mal fat exactly the same as butter 
is, and is equal in al! respects to 
butter and with the additional ad 
vantage that it has considerably 
better keeping qualities 

- All of this has for years been 
known to the official represent 
atives of our beef cattle producers 
associations but does not seem to 
be any ¢ mecern to them
